LARGE CUT IN PROFITS 


OF ITALIAN RAILROADS. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, March %.—Chicago rall- 
road men are pointing to the re- 
port submitted by the government- 


owned railroads of Italy as an argu- 


ment against the agitation for gov- 


ernment ownership of all transconti- 


nental lines. 
If the railroads of Italy were placed 
on a commercial basis they would be 


declared bankrupt, according to a 


statement sent out by the Bureau of 


Rallroad News and Statistics. The sum 


for the fiscal year of 1912 to 1913 
which was saved by Italian railroads 
for net fite was smaller than for 
the previous year, and much smaller 
than the profits attained by the ratl- 


roads under private ownership, prior 
to the nationalization eight years ago. 

The decrease in net profits, accord- 
ing to the bulletin, is In spite of the 
fact that the government allowed an 
increase in passenger rates from 6 to 
9 per cent. and an increase of one- 
tenth of a cent per ton to the rates 
for freight shipments. 

“The returns, though ete, 
serve to emphasize the severity with 
which the universal rise in cost of 
railway operation has cut into ralil- 
way profits,” the bulletin says. “It 
also shows the invariable fact that 
government owned and operated rail- 
ways, free from the necessity felt by 


a commercial enterprise and with less 


incentive to economics, are the great- 
est sufferers.”

Premier Asquith will make his prom- 
ised statement in the House of Com- 
mons, which {ft is expected will pave 
the way for settlement of the Irish 
home rule question.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The at- 
titude of the Department of Justice 
toward the Metropolitan Tobacco 
Company of New York, the distribut- 
ing agent of producing concerns 
which made up. the old “tebacco 
trust,” probably will be determined 
during the present week in confer- 
ences here between H. Snowden Mar- 
shall, United States District Attorney 
at New York; Atty.-Gen. McReynolds, 
and G. C. Todd, assistant to the At- 
torney General In charge of trust 
prosecutions. 

Marshall has been.conducting an 
investigation of Metropolitan's activi- 
ties, but has made no report of his 
conclusion to the department. Charges 
by independent tobacco dealers that 
the Metropolitan's methods of distri- 
bution maintained the monopoly of 
the old American Tobacco Co 
dissolved by the Supreme Cou led 
to the investigation. It haa been gen- 
erally conceded by lawyers that the 
broad language of the Supreme 
Court’s decree might prove embar- 
rassing to future prosecutions. 

McReynolds, who.was the govern- 
ment’s attorney in the case against 
the American Tobacco Company, was 
never satisfied with that: decree, but 
his chief at the time, Atty.-Gen. 
Wickersham, accepted it. McRey- 
nolds has kept a close watch on the

The drifting 
men waved their coats and shouted, 
but the Hamilton steamed on and the 
disappointed seamen sat dumb at their 
oars. 

The Hamilton, on her arrival here, 
reported having sizhted the ‘distressed 
steamer, but Capt. Nelson said that 
with passengers on board he did not 
aeare approach the shallows near the 
shore closely enough to give aid to 
the disabled vessel. He saw no sign 
of life on the ship, he said, and be- 
lieved the crew had taken to the 
boats,

Chief Sebastian has come to the 
conclusion that something must be 
done to have the police here in a po- 
sition to learn quickly, and without 
recourse to the telegraph wire & Sac- 
ramento, the names and addresses 
of autgmobile owners when the Ii- 
cense number is known. He will 
write today to the motor vehicle de- 


fice at the capital to learn whether 
or not he can get daily, weekly or 
monthly lists of all automobile li- 
censes granted. 

Lieut. Butler, head of the traffic 
squad, recently took up the matter 
with Supt. Ormsby, and was informed 
that the license directories would not 
be published monthly, as heretofore, 
for the lack of an appropriation with 
which to pay the printing bills. 

The only method available now 
whereby the police of Los Angeles 
or any other city in the State can 
learn who the owner of any certain 
auto lcense number is, is to tele- 
graph Sacramento. 

In the case of an auto accident at 
night, for instance, when a person 
is injured by an autoist who neglects 
to wait and report the matter, but 
whose number has been seen by a 
witness, the police are unable until 
the next day, when the automobile 
office at Sacramento is epen for busli- 
ness, to learn who it is. On a Satur- 
day night accident, the police must 
wait until Monday to learn who owns 
the car. 

Under the former arrangement the 
automobile license lists were pub- 
lished monthly and distributéd free 
to every city police department in the 
State.

REV. F. W. BURNHAM. — 
WILSHIRE BOULEVARD CHURCH. 
WORSHIP 18 REST FROM LABOR AND 
CARES OF THE SECULAR 


At the Wilshire boulevard Chris- 
tian Church yesterday morning, Rev. 
Frederick W. Burnham, the pastor, 
spoke on “Work and Worship.” He 
said in part: 

“In this busy, 
there is 60 much te-be done, so much 
one would like’to do, and so little 
time for doing it{ Theré must be 
some relaxation of effort. The strain 
canndt be constantly maintained 
The connection between work and 
rest, therefore, is receiving scientific 
consideration. Efficiency experts are 
showing us how so to rest before 
fatigue is felt that we may be able 
to accomplish more work than be- 
fore with less of physical or mental 
depletion. 

“But the relation of work to wor- 
ship has not been so thoroughly con- 
sidered nor so well understood. Some 
would question whether there is any 
Vital or necessary connection »be- 
tween the two. Men excuse them- 
selves from worship on Sunday, say- 
ing: “We work hard all week and 
need a rest on Sunday.’ The excuse 
ig doubly false because those who 
make it usually spend Sunday in a 
way which brings little or no rest, 
and because worship itself is a means 
of rest. True worship rests not only 
the tired body, but also the weary 
mind and heart. It relaxes the worry 
and strain of life. It tempers the 
spirit and calms the nerves. It re- 
stores life to its sense of proper pro- 
portion. It re-establishes the 
equilibrium between the temporal 
and the eternal. It smooths out the 
daily freta and soothes the mind te 
peace. No wonder some men find it 
easy to go to sleep in church! It is 
the. only place they allow themselves 
sanely to relax! 

“Worship is’also a preparation for 
work. Efficiency and dispatch in 
one’s work depends upon the temper 
of mind with which he approaches it 
It matters much whether one takes 
up his Monday's work with relish or 
with dread and loathing. Worship in 
the sanctuary lifts the vision of our 
tasks from the realm of the grind 
and humdrum, and sends us back to 
them in a fine spirit of co-operation 
with the Eternal. Out of such. 
spiritual experience, work itself 
finally comes to be a sort of sacra- 
ment in which we are ever finding 
God anew. Modern sainthood en- 
shrines itself in useful service. 

“Good work, on the other hand, ts 
the inspiration to worship. The 
idler and the useless man hears no 
call to worship. The worker has 
Mrygething worth taking to God for 
His divine approval. He can join 
the prayer, ‘Establish Thou the work 
of our hands upon us, yea, the work 
of our hands establish Theu it.’”

pastor, Rev. John M. Barnhart, spoke

Moving pictures and 
cheap theaters drag the minds of 
the yOduth through every specfes of 
crime, excite the nervous organism, 
stupify the moral sensibilities and 
sow the seeds of lawlessness. Such 
representations of the worst phases 
of human nature impart vicious, per- 
verted views of life. 

“Educated in such a school, multi- 
tudes grow up with little or no con- 
science. They have no respect for 
law, whether of man or God. They 
are covenant breakers and think as 
little pf slipping out of the respensi- 
bilities of wedlock, as putting aside an 
old suit of clothes which is no longer 
in style. They substitute license for 
liberty and clamor for rights, but 
never think of responsibilities. These 
influences undermine the church, the 
State, and home. 

“Nothing short of a revigzal of re- 
Iigion, the kind that will help peo- 
ple to love God, and the right, and 
purity, and honor, and honesty, and 
labor for others, can meet the pres- 
ent needs and prevent further moral 
decay. 

“We welcome millions of strangers 
to our land every year. 
thousands of these aliens must have 
the gospel preached to them in the 
tongue wherein they were born. The 
opening of the Panama Canal wil) 
bring the foreigner in still larger 
numbers. They must be American- 


“We have 10,000,000 of the black 
race who must be aided in their ef- 
forta to become self-supporting, in- 
dependent, wealth producing. Out 
of self-defense, if for no other rea- 
son, we must help to. educate: and 
Christianize them. The Indians 
must also receive our help. 

“Methodism tries to do ita share 
of the work of winning America for 
Christ, through {tse Home Missionary 
and Church Extension Society. It 
supports, in whole or in part, 4000 
missionaries in the home land. 

“It has assisted in the building of 
15,000 churches. Its benefactions 
follow the march of civilization, as 
the intrepid ploneers push far out 
into mountains and plains and val- 
leys and make it possible for isolated 
communities to maintain Sunday- 
schools and religious services. 

“Tt sends the missionary to the far- 
away logging camps, and mining dis- 
tricts, to help the boys and young 
men who are far away from home 
and its gracious influence.

At the Central Baptist Church yes- 
terday Rev. James W. Kramer 
preached on “My Personal Liberty.” 
He said in part: 

“The only argument ever raised 
either by men or devils against prohi- 
bition is the appeal for what men cal! 
‘personal  libertv.’ Whenever the 
pulpit, or municipality, or county, or 
State starts an agitation along prohi- 
bition lines, these men re'se the howl 
of ‘personal liberty.’ They say we 
have no right to deprive them of their 
rights. And then arises that other im- 
portant question—-what is your right 
and mine as citizens in a decent com- 
munity? Well, the blind tCger thief 
says it ie his right to sit up at the 
cross roads and ail other public places, 
and while honest men are asleep, steal! 
the good name of the community and 
of men. I deny it. He has no such 
right. Man in the maddest hours of 
human life knows that he has no such 


burdened world: 


right. Te has lied. There is no ideal 
grander than that of true freedom. 
but what is freedom? It is the cor- 
relative of order. It is the function of 
righteausness. Freedom is self-sev- 
erence, self-knowledge, self-control. 
Liberty is not the liberty to do wrong 
unrebuked. It is not to do as we 
wish, but as we ought. It: is not to 
follow the impulses of appetite,: but 
to listen to the dictates of reason. It 
is not to rend like the demoniac of 
Gadara, the beneficient features of 
juet restraint, but to sit at the Lord's 
feet, clothed in our right minds. To 
be free, for instance, is not synony- 
mous with infinite facilities for drunk- 
enness, or robbery, or wronge Here 
is the trouble with the saloon kéeper-—- 
his personal liberty, as he calls ity 
laps over unto the liberties of every 
law-abiding and God-fearing man and 
woman in the country.” 


REV. EF. STANTON HODGIN. 

FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 

rOUCHBAFED 
GENERATION IN HIGH- 
EST SENSE. 

In his sermon on “Religious Liber- 
ty” at the First Unitarian Church, 
Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin yeaterday 
pointed out the complacent indiffer- 
ence the present generation exhibited 
for the right to worship which their 
ancestors suffered and fought for. He 
said, in part: 

“They had a very inadequate un- 
derstanding of religious liberty im the 
sixteenth century; we know very lit- 
tle about it today, but for a different 
reason. We. know little about it be- 
cause we take it as a matter of course 
just as we do the air and the sun- 
shine. "We cannot even imagine our- 
selves without it; we cannot imagine 
ourselves being thrown into jail and 
being tortured for our religious opin- 
ions, Yet to achieve this priceless 
heritage, which we accept without a 
thought, our ancestors suffered and 
endured counties’ hardships. 

“We have religious liberty today in 
a still higher sense. Not -only the 
right to believe and the right to wor- 
ship are secured to us by law, but we 
are emancipated from those theolog!- 
cal fears that tyrannized over man 
for so many generations, as well. But 
what are we doing with this religious 
liberty that has been presented to us 
by our fathers? Like so many things 
that have been gained for us at 4 
great price, we hardly know what it is 
when we get it or how to use it while 
it is in our possession. We are in- 
clined to lay it aside as a valued me- 
mretito or trophy which we would not 
think of parting with, but for which 
we have no particular use in our daily 
life. 

“I sometimes almost wish that some 
of our liberty might be taken away 
from us, so that we might regain it 
again, in the hope tha this enforced 
exertion would give it a meaning that 
it does not now possees, If we had to 
walk over hot ploughshares for our 
faith, it would take hold of us with 
power. Not being compelled to put 
forth any exertion, or to make any 
sacrifice for our religion, we fall into 
complacent indifference. Being neo 
longer. fearful that the old-time hell 
will swallow us up or that we shall 
haled to prison if we neglect our re- 
ligious duties, the tendency is to slump 
down and drift, following the lines 
of least resistance with the result that 
many of us are growing spiritually 
lazy and flabby-soulved. 80 much of 
what we call liberalism puts no obi 
gation upon us and we @ none upos 
ourselves. 

“Our religious nature is like the 
rest of us, if we do not use it and 
exercise it continually it atrophies and 
loses its power. People want to get 
their religion vicariously — without 


‘| putting forth any effort for it. They 


fancy that they may open up thei 
being in some passive way, and some 
great stream of redeeming power will 
pour itself into them and they will be 
transformed. Such a religion would 
not be worth anything if it were pos- 
sible to get it in that way. Our re- 
ligion is worth just the effort and the 
sacrifice that we put forth for it, and 
can be worth nothing more.”

FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
SUPERBLY “NARROW’ 


JESUS IN 
WORTH WHILE SENSE, THOUGH

At the First Christian Church yea- 
terday, Rev. Russell F. Thrapp, the 
pastor, preached on the subject “Was 
Jesus Narrow?”

“In these character studies of Jesus 
we are seeking to see Him as His 
contemporaries saw Him. We are go- 
ing back of art, back of ecclesiastical 
councils, back of creeds, back to the 
New Testament narratives. Only by 
such method may we hope to see Him 
as He really was. Then, too, we are 
taking advantage of the twenty cen- 
turies of perspective in the white 
light of which we may read with 
fresh interest the simple yet un- 
matched biographies of our Lord

“Not many people like to be called 
‘narrow.’ Such a term as used in 
every-day parlance is hurtful to one’s 
reputation. It marks ‘him &s preju- 
diced, small-visioned, one-sided and 
parsimonious. On the contrary, most 
people like to be own as ‘broad, 
‘liberal’ and ‘magnanimous.’ 

Of course, in any disparaging sense, 
Jesus of Nazareth was not narrow. In 
love and sweet sympathy He was in- 
comparably broad. His heart went 
out in tender ministry to the despised 
Samaritan and to the hated Publican. 
He was the friend of sinners. None 
ever surpassed Jesus of Nazareth in 
big brotherly spirit. His vocabulary 
was full of such latge words and 
phrases as ‘all.’ ‘whosoever, ‘all the 
nations,” ‘every creature.’ Certainly, 
Jesus was broad in His love and sym- 
pathies and yet it is just as certain 
that the word ‘narrow’ expresses 
precisely some aspects of His life and 
ministry. 

“It was a narrow circle in which 
He moved. His ministry was confined 
to Palestine, a little country about a 
fifth as large as the State of Ilinols, 
and thirty years of His life are 
shrouded in the obscurity of a Car- 
penter shop. 

“Many students of Jesus's life have 
called attention to His singleness of 
purpose. It is not too much to say 
that a ‘narrowness’ characterizes His 
ministry. People tried constantly to 
turn Jesus away from his main pur- 
pose. For instance, tthey sought to 
have Him do the work of a probate 
judge and settle up an estate, that 
was In dispute. Then still again the 
multitude tried to make Him a king. 
How unavailing all these influences 
were upon Him’ who came ‘not to be 
ministered unto but to minister and 
to give His life a ransom for many.’ 
Every successful life must be, of ne- 
cessity, narrow in this sense. It is 
better to do one thing well than a 
score of things poorly or indiffer- 
ently. 

“Wise indeed are the men and 
women who early in life begin the 
process of elimination and begin to 
put first things first. Jesus once said, 
‘enter ye in by the narrow gate, for 
wide is the gate and broad ts the way 
that leadeth to destruction and many 
are they that enter in thereby. For 
narrow is the gate and straitened the 
way that leadeth unto life and few 
are they that find it.’ 

“If to have a definite conviction and 
to approve some things heartily and 
condemn other things vigorously is to 
be narrow, then Jesus Was narrow. 
He never campromiséd with evil. 
While He loved all sorts and condl- 
tions of men, He approved only those 
who were seeking to live right. Those 
who were evil He denounced, no mat- 
ter how high they ranked in the eyes 
of the world. ‘Narrowness' in the

‘in PRESBYTERIAN. 
AN CAN KU 
. OTHER THAN 
OPTIMIST. 

Yesterday morning Dr. John Bal- 
com Shaw preached in Immanuel 
Presbyterian +«Church on “Has God 
Ever Forgotten to Re Gracious?” 
taking for his text Jeremiah ii: 31. 
Have I been-a wilderness to Israel?” 
He said in part: 

“Jeremiah is called the weeping 
prophet, but it was never God that 
made him weep. No man can look 
at God and be other than an optimist. 
It is Only when we look away from 
God and hold our vision upon man 
that we grow pessimistic To un- 
derstand this question, which the 
prophet puts into Jehovah's mouth, 
we need to transport ourselves te his 
viewpoint. When I was starting for 
Jerusalem some- years ago a former 
American Consul told me not to fall 
te climb to the southeast corner of 
the city wall and look off. Upon do- 
ing so, I saw just what Jeremiah 
looked out upon—a waste of lime- 
stone rocks and barren hills, the very 
picture of desolation. ‘Have I ever 
been to you like that wilderness?’ 
the prophet makes God to say to His 
chosen people, and there was but one 
answer they coyld give, that God had 
been to them the very opposite df 
that. Despite their sins, He had 
given them a goodly heritage, lead- 
ing them by still waters and into green 
pastures and showering bounty and 
kindness upon them. They had been 
a wilderness to Him, offering Him 
barren, unproductive lives, but He 
had been to them a garden, blossom- 
ing with the roses of Sharon. 

“What God expects of us all are 
fruitful lives that yield Him the 
harvest of righteousness and truth. 
And the only way in which we can 
li @ such lives is by taking God more 
fully into our being. His grace alone 
will grow the graces of a fragrant 
and beautiful character. It is the 
world that offers us the wilderness. 
He who makes his home in God shal] 
inherit ‘a sweet and blessed coun- 


try.” ‘Iam in paradise,’ said a great

his home itn God dwells In peace and 
safety. ‘Thou wilt keep him in per- 
fect peace, whose mind Is stayed on 
Thee.”

REV. W. O. FISHER. 
HARVARD HEIGHTS CHURCH. 


CONFLICT WITH SIN CONTINUOUS; 
TRIUMPH I8 WON BY JESUS 
CHRIST, 


At the Harvard Heights Church lst 
night, Rev. W. O. Fisher, the pastor, 
epoke from the text, Isaiah, lxili:1. He 
said in part: 

“This language of the prophet tis 
vivid. He paints for us a picture. He 
stands upon an emminence in the lang 
of Judah and looks southward. He 
sees a figure approaching, and in- 
quires: ‘Who its this that cometh 
from Edom, with dyed garments from 
Bozrah?’ To understand his ilan- 
guage we must remember that the 
Edomites were the descendants of 
Esau, while Judah was inhabited by 
the descendants of Jacob. Jacob and 
Esau were not friends. As is often 
the case, their descendants Inherited 
the quarrel. The Edomites were ever 
at sword points with the iIsrae)ités. 
This symbolizes man’s conflict with 
sin. 

“This conflict is bound to be hand- 
to-hand. Edom bordered on Judah. 
Israel's enemy was ever at hand. It 
was so in man’s first sir. Also. in the 
first case of murder. Jesus found it 
so. Paul so speaks of it. This is the 
experience of every man. The saint 
who enters the sanctuary fer worship 
sometimes discovers Satan in the pew 
with him. The worshiner leaves the 
temple. He ia accosted by Mr. World 
who tries to induce him to go his way 
Falling, Mr. World joins himself to 
Mr. Church, and accompanies him to 
his home. If countenanced at all, he 


enters the home and takes up perma- 
nent lodging there. It is the old story, 
Edom on the border of Israel. 

“It is a continuous conflict. The 
Israelites would have welcomed a set 
battle, deciding the question once for 
all. Edom never would have agreed 
to such. They were engaged in con- 
tinuous warfare. Man's battle with 
sin is continuous. We run counter 
here to the thought of some who say 
when a man becomes a Christian, the 
conflict is over. In some cases it has 
but begun. The devil does his best to 
regain lost territory. Some of the 
best saints on earth have found this 
warfare continuous. The experience 
of the great reformer was wrapped up 
in this statement: ‘Old Adam is too 
strong for young Melanchthon.’ Said 
Dwight L; Moody: ‘The worst man 
who ever crossed my path is D. ly 
Moody I have had more trouble with 
him than with all the world besides.’ 

“The conflict is a deadly one. This 
conflict between Edom and Israel was 
no make-believe. Many an Edomite 
had bathed his sword tn Jewish blood. 
How true the analogy, man’s conflict 
with sin is deadly. The wages of sin 
is death. Many @ man has found it 
so. It was sin’s sword that slew Cain, 
Thousands fall by sin’s sword every 
day. Men look on, shake their heads 
and say: ‘Sin hath done it.’ , 

“Rut it is a triumphant conflict. In 
the vision, the provhet beheld this 
figure coming from Edom, a true con- 
querer. Spiritualized, the character 
is none other than Jesus Himeelf. He 
slew sin, and came forth in truest 
triumph. His victory is the promise 
of the Christian’s victory. The world 
is full of characters who were once 
the servants of sirf, who are now real 
conquerors.”

Dr. J. Whitcomb Brougher 


preached to a. great audience at 
the Temple Auditorium last night 
the eighth sermon mm the series on 


“The Ten Commandments Up-to- 
Date.” The topic was “Light-Fin- 
gered people.” His text was the 
Eighth Commandment—‘Thou Shalt 
Not Steal.” 

The Temple Newsboys’ Club of 
about 300 attended the service in a 
body and enlivened the occasion by 
their appreciation of the music and 
sermon and their hearty applause. 

“The short, terse statement, “Thou 
shalt not steal’ would seem to cover 
only one idea, but when w@ come to 
examine it we find that it is broad 
enough to cover a multitude of sins,” 
said Dr. Brougher. “There are only 
three ways in which a man can come 
into possession of anything. It may 
be presented to him as a free gift 
from another person; he may secure 
it by toll as a legitimate reward for 
his labor; or he may get it by steal- 
ing—taking that which belongs to an- 
other without giving a just recom- 


pense. 

“Under the present competitive 
system in the commercial] world the 
temptation to dishonesty in some 
form or other its exceedingly difficult 
to resist. There are a great many 
honest merchants, but there are many 
dishonest ones also. Adulterations of 
various kinds, whether in cloth or 
groceries or other things, is simply 
a form of stealing. To seek to get 
the prices of a genuine article for 
that which is merely a pretense is ab- 
solutely dishonest. Bradstreet re- 
ported once that 30 per cent. of the 
failures during two years were due 
to dishonesty. 

“Misrepresentation on the part of 
the buyer and a pretense of selling 
at a cut price when full value for the 
article is being received is stealing. 
Living beyond one’s means and con- 
tractine debts beyond any reasonable 
possibliity of paying them are ex- 
ceedingly prominent forms of steal- 
ing. 

“There seems to be something in 
the nature of an organization that 
tends to make the individual forget 
his responsibility. Many a man will 
consent for the company of which he 
is a member to do things which he 
would not do as a private -individual. 
For this reason it Is said that corpor- 
ations have no consciences. It is too 
frequently true that when a great

It 
is simply an effort to receive some- 
thing for nothing. It is remarkable 
how prevalent the gambling spirit i& 
Children play marbles or match pen- 
nies ‘for keeps.” Young men 
women risk-their money on the oute 
come of a race or on games of base- 
ball or football. Women’s card clubs 
lose. their zest if prizes are not af 


ke. 

“What is behind all this spirit of 
stealing? Necessity might force 
man into it, but such cases are sele 
dom known. Laziness, fast living, ume 
controlled appetite, love of disp 
and the love of money, fire men 

an overweening ambition to have 
‘riches, and they are willing to get 
something for nothing-—to take from 
others without making just recom- 


pense.

EW STATUS OF POETS. j 
From Caedmon to Dryden poets ex- 
isted by the patronage of those whom they 
Sattered. The minstrels sang lays appeal- 
ing to the pride and sympathies of the 
lords and ladies; the rhymesters and ge 


niluses that succeeded dedicated their pro- 


ductions to lords and ladies who were finan- 
equipped to give the poets a sub 
tial return for the honor, or pleasure, 


of being flattered. Pope, rendered inde- 


pendent by the sale of his books, enjoyed 
his new liberty with insolent pleasure and 
prided himself on the fact that he was not 
dependent on patronage. But even since 
his day it has been rare to find a genius 
who has lived by poetry alone. Alfred 
Noyes does. 

Poets usually have been, and too fre 
quently are, vain, impoverished, hyper- 
sensitive, and not “personally attractive. 
But Noyes is polished, sustains the role of 
a society man, and hag been called to join 
the faculty of Princeton University, where 
he will lecture on contemporary literature. 
This recognition of his ability is all the 


more remarkable because of his compara- 


tive youth, for men do not usually become 
famous until they are old or dead. Noyes 
is 33. He treats poetry as a profession 
and makes it pay; he believes that poetry 
should comMent on current events—al- 
though that belief hag only recently been 
put into force—and is not much in sym- 
pathy with the idle dreamer. 

It is interesting to know that he wrote 
his first epic at the age of 14, a produc 
tion of several thousand lines, describing 
allegorically the voyage through life as on 
a ship. At the age of 19 his first poem was 
published, and during the past ten years he 
bas published ten volumes of verse. 

Irrespective of the quality of his verse— 
and he is a master of the lyrical form-— 
Noyes must be credited with having done 
much to dignify the status of the poets. 
He wears his hair cut short; he does not 
indulge in scandalous diversions; he makes 
no furious outbursts against his critics, and 


his “esthetic sense” does not protrude to 


the annoyance of those who know him and 
those who know of him. 


FORCE OF GOOD EXAMPDE. 
The example of all the great teachers 
—the men who have influenced nations and 


established religions—the example, more 


than the preaching, has been the sustain- 
ing inspiration for their disciplea to lead 


exemplary lives. But too frequently we 
find that moralists are of the mettle of one 
of “Shakespeare’s characters, who “would 
rather give advice to twenty than he one 


of twenty to follow mine own instructions.” 


Tt has been said that it takes a drunkard 
to deliver a temperance lecture, Wut the 
abstemious lives of Confucius, Buddha and 


Mohammed have been the greatest incen- 


tives to their followers in walking along 
the narrow trall of probity. Truly, the 
man who has looked long and looked often 
on the wine when it was red, or the more 
golden-tinted juice of the grape that is 
favored among the connoisseurs, is well 
equipped to dwell on the harrowing effects 
of such indulgences. But the potentiality 
of his argument is invalidated unless there 
is also the example—the actual] abstinence 


by the one who elucidates the evils of 


tasting alcoholic beverages. 

No Mohammedan will touch Intoxicating 
liquor because the prophet of Allah for 
and himeelf ab- 
stained. And it has ever been so. Those 
who to have influence and to lead 
must the example. 

Consider the example of Marcus Aurelius, 
the philosophical Emperor, who tried to 


precepts. But he did not confine himself 
to words alone; he heeded his own advice; 
he was abstemious and asked ho man to 
live a better and cleaner life than he him- 
self led. His influence was great—and is 
to this day—but what would men cal! him 
had he preached morality and gratified his 
own appetite with unrestrained license!

station transformers and equipment. 
These changes would be made neces- 
sary by the increased load on the com- 
panies’ system. To illustrate: The 
city’s wires would be wn the com- 
panies’ poles, replacing the com- 
panies’ wires taken down; the city’s 
transformers and meters of large 
Bizeg would supplant the companies’ 
transformers and meters of smaller 
sizes, and the citys underground 
cables would occupy the companies’ 
ducts; substation buildings would have 
to be enlarged, resulting in the com- 
panies owning one part of a structure 
and the city the remainder. 

In this connection, Harris Trust 
and Savings Bank, trustee, has been 
advised by its counsel that the union 
or co-mingling of public and private 
property in one inseparable whole, as 
would result under the arrangement 
proposed, each part being essential to 
the successful operation of the other. 
is forbidden by the Constitution of the 
State of California, which prohibits 
expenditure of public funds upon pri- 
vate property, and that the city would 
not be bound by the proposed con- 


From the beginning of negotiations 
we have consistently maintained that 
we could neither legally ncr practical- 
ly enter into any agreement under 
which the city would make extensions 
of, additions to, and enlargements and 
reinforcements of our systems and 
take possession thereof before they are 
actually paid for. While your com- 
mittee, from time to time. stated that 
such a provision would be desirable 
from the city’s standpoint, we did not 
fully appreciate, until our last con- 
ference with your committee, that this 
provision was regarded as funda- 
mental and unalterable.

tien should be considered of vita! 
necessity to the city. Inasmuch as it 
has been demonstrated to be impos- 
sible of acceptance by us, the city 
might, with dignity, concede the point, 
as we have conceded all of the impor- 
tart points necessary to the successful 
completion of negotiations. 

Upon learning at our last confer- 
ence with your committee that this 
detail of operation was considered an 
unalterable fundamental, we re- 
quested ten days additional time to 
go into the subject again, taking into 
conalideration the letter and opinion 
from Harrie Trust and Savings Bank 
and its counsel, which was received 
by us only two days prior to the 
meeting, and determine if some way 
could be devised to overcome the dif- 
ficulty; the additional time requested, 
however, Was not granted by your 
committee. 

In our form of proposition sub- 
mitted to your committee on No- 
vember 16, last, there was a provision 
for a Board of Control, to be se- 
lected jointly by the city and the 
companies. This board would super- 
vise operation and extension of distri- 
buting systems, thus giving the city 
equal control In the management and 
operations of the systems, as contem-* 
plated in our proposition of Decem- 
ber 20, 1912, referred to by your 
committee. 

By written communication, and 
from time to time in conference, we 
have expressed our earnest desire to 
enter into a contract providing for 
the use of the companies’ distributing 
systems for the distribution of such 
power as the city may generate, pend- 
ing the time when the use of Owens 
River water by the city will be suf- 
ficient to develop all power required 
for use within the city and pending 
the acquisition by the city of its own 
distributing system. Such proposed 


contract included the following pro- 
visions: 
(1.) Under the direction of a 


Board of Control, constituted as above 
stated, the companies will operate, 
maintain, enlarge and extend their 
systems to such an extent as is rea- 
sonably and properly necessary to care 
for all consumers within the city and 
to comply with the requirements of 
trustees for their bondholders. 

(2.) Contracts with consumers to. 
be made in the name of the city; 
consumers meters to be read by the 
city: consumers’ bills to be rendered 
in the name of the city and collected 


by the city. 
(3.) The distributing systems of 
the ~companies to be used for a 


period of five years for the distribu- 
tion of the city’s power within the 
city, and in territory immediately 
adjoining the city supplied by exten- 
sions of said systems. 

(4.) The companies to supply to 
the city such additional power as 
may be necessary for use within the 
city in exceas of the city’s power, the 
city to pay for such excess power 
such sum asshall be agreed upon be- 
tween the city and the companies and 
approved by the Rallroad Commission 
of the State of California. 

(6.) For the use of the companies’ 
distributing systems, for the cost of 
maintaining the steam plant of the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Cor- 
poration in readiness for emergency 
service, and for the cost of operation 
and maintenance, the city to pay to 
the companies such sum as shall be 
agreed upon between the companies 
and the city and approved by the 
Railroad Commission of the State of 
California. 

(6.) Upon the signing of the con- 
tract, the companies and the city *o 
join in a petition to the Railroad 
Commission of the State of Califor- 
nia, requesting said commission to 
make a valuation of the property of 
each of the companies within the 
city. The companies to keep sep- 
arate accounts showing the cost of 
all extensions and additions made to 


their properties within the city sub- 
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
